Regarding claim 16, applicant argues Martin does not disclose refreshing the second display unit to display the second cursor at a new 
location of a new thumbnail picture associated with the new thumbnail URL received from the first viewing apparatus. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, Martin specifically discloses a user may move cursor 509 to select any of the thumbnails displayed in 
thumbnail region and "after the thumbnail is selected, the user has the option to view either the electronic document, which is accessed at 
the first location or the image file which is accessed at a second location, the user may select a default location and the user may select a 
default location and te user may access a default location by double clicking on the particular thumbnail. It is understood by displaying a 
cursor at a new location is specifically disclosed once Martin moves the cursor (i.e. first cursor) on thumbnail to a location and then double 
clicks (i.e. second cursor) on the particular thumbnail to access the default location. 
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
